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White House Asks Nation to Obey Court B using Ruling 


WASHINGTON

Trumped 
by

Supreme 
Court, the White House has 
called on the American people 
to obey the ruling that mass 
busing is a legitimate means to 
desegregate public schools. 
“The Supreme Court has ac­ 
ted and their decision is now 
the law of the land and up to 
the people to obey,” said presi­ 
dential press secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler Tuesday after con­ 
sulting with administration law­ 
yers. 
Ziegler said nothing would be 
served by reviewing past state­ 
ments by the President. His le­ 


gal views were largely turned 
back by the court whose unani­ 
mous opinions were written and 
delivered by Warren E. Burger, 
the man Nixon named chief 
justice. 
A year ago, Nixon, a lawyer, 
took a hard line against offi­ 
cially inspired school segrega­ 
tion. But at the same time he 
opposed 
massive 
involuntary 
busing and said the government 
would not require local school 
districts to transport children 
beyond 
‘normal 
geographic 
school zones” to achieve racial 
balance. 
On Tuesday, through Burger,

the court said busing was con­ 
stitutional and the states could 
not make it illegal; neighbor­ 
hood schools were fine but they 
wouldn’t do if the district was 
practicing segregation, and fed­ 
eral judges could use racial 
balancing as a guideline for 
breaking up dual systems. 
‘All things being equal, with 
no history of discrimination, it 
might well be desirable to as­ 


sign pupils to schools nearest 
their homes,” the chief justice 
wrote. But all things are not 
equal in a system that has been 
deliberately 
constructed 
and 
maintained to enforce racial 
segregation.” 
The decisions approved large- 
scale busing in Charlotte-Meck- 
lenburg County, N C.; said fed­ 
eral judges erred when they 
didn’t consider massive busing 


and attendance zone changes in 
Mobile County, Ala.; approved 
an effective 
plan 
in 
Clarke 
County, Ga., and struck down a 
North Carolina antibusing law. 
The obligation was put on 
school boards to devise plans 
that promise 
‘realistically to 
work now.” Should school offi­ 
cials lag, federal district judges 
are to exercise 
their broad 
powers of equity 
to correct 


“the condition that offends the 
Constitution.” 
Asked to comment, Ziegler 
said local school officials and 
federal district courts will have 
the responsibility of carrying 
out the court’s findings. 
T u e s d a y ’s rulings dealt 
directly only with schools in the 
South and in the border states 
that had laws at one time en­ 
forcing racial segregation. 
The court has never heard a 
Northern school case. One from 
Cincinnati has long been pend­ 
ing on its docket. 
But in some ways the deci­ 


sions hinted at eventual appli­ 
cation in the North 
For in­ 
stance, Burger advised district 
judges to be alert to the con­ 
struction of new schools in ex­ 
panding white suburbs when 
the purpose seems to be to at­ 
tract white families away from 
the cities and to perpetuate 
segregation.

Army W ill Permit 


Female Members

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
a changing eye toward mother­ 
hood, the Army is going to al­

fication and history.” 
Requests from enlisted wom­ 
en also must include an ex­ 
planation. of ‘‘the circumstances 
involved” in a pregnancy. 
If approved, the Army will 
grant the n»other-to-be a leave 
of absence from the seventh 
month of pregnancy to the sixth 
week after birth of the child. 
The same procedures apply 
to married women who want to 
adopt children or whose preg­ 
nancy is aborted, either medi­ 
cally or by miscarriage. 
Unmarried women who be­ 
come pregnant will be 
dis­ 
charged as in the past. How­ 
ever, in special cases they will 
be eligible to remain in the 
Army should they adopt chil­ 
dren or if their pregnancy is 
terminated. 
“ Each individual 
case will be handled on its mer­ 
its,” the spokesman said.

Gets 17 Bills 


Minimum W oge 
Measure Included 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
What went into the Ohio Senate 
was more important than what 
came out Tuesday. 
Seventeen bills were intro­ 
duced during the cne-hour after­ 
noon session, among them a 
piece of administration-backed 
legislation calling for a $1.60 
minimum wage for most Ohio 
workers. 
Under the bill, only outside 
salesmen, newspaper boys and 
workers subject to federal regu­ 
lations would be exempt. 
Presently, only hotel and res­ 
taurant workers and retail em­ 
ployes are guaranteed a mini­ 
mum wage by the state. 
The administration package, 
sponsored by Sens. Marigene 
Valiquette, D-ll Toledo, and An­ 
thony O. Calabrese. D-22 Cleve­ 
land, minority leader, also re­ 
quires pavment of time and 
one-half for work in excess of 
eight hours and ’’ouble time pay 
in certain cases. 
The bill, if passed, is expected 
to benefit about 40.000 workers

Sesame Spices Chicken 


Sesame is one of the world’s 
oldest spice and oil seeds. Like 
so many spices and herbs to­ 
day it is having a renaissance 
in American cooking.

Broil over hot charcoals or un­ 
der preheated broiler 7 inche? 
from heat source 50 to 60 min­ 
utes. turning often. Brush with 


butter and marinade frequent 
ly during broiling: Sprinkle with 
sesame seeds when chicken is 
tender. 
Serve hot or cold.

5 Are Indicted In 


Bank Funds Scheme 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
former president of a New Jer­ 
sey national bank and four 
stockbrokers were indicted Tues­ 
day in connection with an al­ 
leged scheme to use $10 million 
in bank funds to purchase stock 
in 26 corporations. 
According to the indictment, 
the plan involved purchase of 
more than $200 million worth of 
common stocks between July 1, 
1969 and Aug. 7, 1970. 
Named in the indictment was 
Douglas James Schotte, former 


president of the Eatontown Na 
tional Bank in Eatontown, N.J. 
The bank was closed last Au­ 
gust by federal bank exam­ 
iners. 
Others charged in the alleged 
scheme, which involved an al­ 
leged conspiracy to misapply 
$10 million of the bank’s funds, 
were three former employes of 
the New York brokerage firm, 
T.P.O., Inc. 
The indictment identified the 
three as William A. Certilman, 
Bertram E. Cutler, and James 
Perry. Also named was Em­ 
mett W. Cox Jr., an employe 
of the Asbury Park, N.J. bro­ 
kerage firm 
of 
Thompson, 
McKinnon and Auchincloss. 
The indictment was returned 
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by a federal grand jury in U.S. 
District Court in Newark. It 
was announced here by Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell.

KSU Officials Don't Anticipate Need for Guard May 1-4 


KENT, Ohio (AP) - Kent 
State University officials said 
Tuesday they “don't anticipate 
any need for the Nationai 
Guard” during the May 1-4 com­ 
memoration of last year's dis­ 
orders. 
But the officials acknowledged 
they have “contigency plans” to 
handle any trouble. 
The only conflict evident on 
campus now is over who should 
participate in the memorial for 
four students who were shot to 
death during a clash with Na­ 
tional Guard troops last May 4. 
President Robert I. White told 
newsmen Tuesday he intends to 
keep it a “ family affair,” lim­ 


ited to the university communi­ 
ty - 
But the May Day Coalition, 
which is planning another me­ 
morial program on campus, has 
invited outsiders, offered them 
housing and food, and asked 
Yippie leader Abbie Hoffman 
and UCLA Professor Orville 
Schell to speak. 
White said planning for the 
program has centered on mak­ 
ing it a fitting memorial, keep­ 
ing the university in operation 
and assuring the safety of peo­ 
ple and property on campus. 
He and his aides told news­ 
men they are optimistic that 
the observances will be peace­ 


ful. 
At the same time, they re- 
j oorted intensive security train­ 
ing for campus police, close 
communications with outside po­ 
lice agencies and contingency 
plans for handling disorders, 
should they occur. 
They said they did not think 
the National Guard would be 
needed. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan’s office 
in Columbus said a unit of the 
107th Armored Cavalry, Ohio 
National Guard, had cancelled 
plans for a routine drill at near­ 
by Ravenna during the com­ 
memoration period. 
The drill was scheduled be­ 


fore commemoration plans were 
disclosed, the spokesman said, 
and has been changed to an­ 
other time and place. 
White's executive administra­ 
tive aide, Ronald S. Beer, said 
at the news conference that uni­ 
versity security forces have un­ 
dergone intense training during 
the past year and the Faculty 
Senate had established observ­ 
ers and marshals to attend pro­ 
grams during the four-day per­ 
iod to “serve as a calming in­ 
fluence, if needed.” 
In event of disorders. Beer 
said: “We indeed have con­ 
tingency plans, but it would be 
foolish to innumerate these as I 


rit would render them ineifec- 
-Uve.” 
Beer said a student-run “com­ 
mittee for non-violence” was 
established to promote “ rational 
discourse to prevent disruptive 
or violent behavior.” 
He said the commit tee or­ 
ganized training sessions for 
students, faculty and university 
staff members who will attend 
all commemoration programs. 
David Ambler, vice president 
for student affairs, said the 
mood of Kent students is “ much 
more relaxed than last fall,” 
when the university — closed 
following the shooting — re­ 
opened. 


He said a soon-to-be-released 
study shows students now have 
a greater commitment to non­ 
violence, adding, “ I am con­ 
stantly amazed and refreshed 
by the resilence of our student 
body.” 
Ambler voiced confidence that 
“ left to their own devices, our 
student body will finish the 
term with flying colors.” 
During the news conference, 
Ken Hammond, a spokesman 
for the May Day Coalition who 
attended as a reporter for the 
leftist newspaper “ Guardian,” 
was asked to leave because he 
had no credentials. 
“This is a reflection of the 


way they are going to slant the 
whole thing,” Hammond told 
newsmen as he left. 


Cambodia Chief's 
Resignation 
Thought Genuine 


PHNOM PENH (AP) - Oth- 
er Cambodian political leaders 
urged Premier Lon Nol today 
to continue in office and form a 
new government, but he was 
too sick to receive their emis­ 
saries. 
Premier since August 1969, 
Lon Nol resigned on Tuesday, 
giving his health as the reason. 
He had a stroke in February 
and 
recovered 
only partially 
during two months under treat- 
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ment in Hawaii. He also suffers 
from diabetes, kidney trouble 
and high blood pressure. 
Although Lon Nol’s younger 
brother, Lt. Col. Lon Non, said 
Tuesday that the premier had 
resigned to clean house and 
would form a new government, 
foreign observers 
in Phnom 
Penh believe the 57-year-old 
general’s resignation is genuine 
and likely to be permanent. 
Brig. Gen. In Tam, president 
of the National Assembly, and 
Ung Sim, the president of the 
Senate, told a joint session of 
both houses that Chief of State 
Cheng Heng had asked them to 
urge Lon Nol to form a new 
government. But they said the 
general was too ill to see them.

merely at the peak of harvest­ 
ing in October. 
The yams are “cured” in 
special storage kilns with tem­ 
perature and humidity control­ 
led. Put the tasty yams and a 
smoked pork butt together for a 
Louisiana Yams and Pork Hun­ 
garian dish. This includes green 
and red peppers, onion, a touch 
of garlic and spices. Such a 
dish is quite a departure from 
the traditional candied yams 
most think 
of 
eating when 
yams are mentioned. 
Pork Hungarian Style 
4 medium Louisiana yams, 
Vt tsp. salt, 2 lbs. smoked pork 
butt, Va cup butter or margar­ 
ine, Vz large green pepper, cut 
into strips, Vz large red pepper, 
cut into strips, I large onion, 
sliced (about % cup) 
I cup 
chicken broth, 2 cloves garlic, 
minced, Vt tsp. ground allspice, 
Vs tsp. ground cloves, Va cup 
sherry (optional). 
Cook yams, covered, in boil­ 
ing salted water for 15 min­ 
utes. Drain, peel and cut into 
Vi-inch crosswise slices. Sprink­ 
le yams with salt. 
Meanwhile, trim excess fat 
from pork butt; cut into 
Va- 
inch slices. Heat butter in skil­ 
let over medium heat; brown 
pork slices a few at a time on

____ 
both sides. Remove pork and 
set aside; reserve drippings in 
skillet. 
Cook pepper strips and on­ 
ion in same skillet until tender, 
about 5 minutes. Remove vege­ 
tables and set aside, reserving 
drippings. Place yams in bot- 
ton of shallow 2-quart baking 
dish; top with pork slices and 
vegetable mixture. Add chicken 
broth to skillet and boil rapid­ 
ly over high heat until reduc­ 
ed to one-third cup. Stir in gar­ 
lic, spices and sherry, simmer 
gently for one minute and pour 
over yam mixture in baking 
dish. Cover and bake in 400- 
degree oven for 45 minutes or 
until yams are tender. Makes 6 
servings. 


If you want a lot of servings 
of meat for your money choose 
boneless chuck beef and pot 
roast it. It may be served to a 
goodly number of dinner guests, 
or it may be used for a couple 
of meals for 
just the family. 
In the following recipe the 
beef is oven-roasted in make- 
ahead style. You cook the meat 
one day and heat and serve it 
the next day or thereafter. This 
method often fits beautifully 
into a crowded schedule. 
Make-Ahead Oven Pot Roast 
5 pound boneless beef chuck 
roast, I teaspoon salt, Va tea­ 
spoon pepper, 2 medium-large 
onions, coarsely chopped (2V4 
cups) 2 large ribs celery, fine­ 
ly chopped (I cup) I medium 
carrot, pared and thinly sliced. 
2 large cloves garlic, peeled, 
Sprinkle beef with salt and pep­ 
per. 
Into a 4-quart heavy casserole 
or similar utensil turn the on­ 
ions; add celery, carrot and gar­ 
lic. Place beef over vegetables. 
Bake, tightly covered, in a 
300-degree oven until meat is 
tender — about 3 hours. Beef 
will shrink during the baking 
and there should be a large 
quantity of broth. 
Remove beef, cover and re­ 
frigerate overnight. 
Strain vegetables from broth; 
place vegetables in a small con­ 
tainer; cover lightly and refrig­ 
erate overnight. 
Place strained broth in a sep­ 
arate container, cover and re-

Slice beef fairly thin. Remove 
hardened fat from top of broth. 
Turn vegetables into an electric 
blender with some of the broth 
and puree; mix with remaining 
clear broth. 
Arrange sliced beef in a 3- 
quart 
shallow 
baking 
dish 
(about 14 by 8Vs by 2 inches) 
or similar utensil. Heat blend­ 
ed broth and vegetable mixture 
until very hot and pour over 
meat. Cover tightly with foil. 
Place in a preheated 325-degree 
oven and bake until beef is hot 
and quite soft — 30 minutes or 
longer. 
Serve meat and gravy with 
cooked 
noodles, 
buckwheat 


(groats or bulgur. 
Makes IO servings. 
Note: If you are planning to 
serve this pot roast at a couple 
of meals, you may want to vary 
the service. In this case, place 
some of the meat and some of 
the gravy in a shallow baking 
dish; sprinkle with grated Par­ 
mesan cheese and heat under 
the broiler.
